MINE ONCE BLEW UP $AMPSON’S SHIP. 


Judge Withrow was in his little private 
office making up the papers in a law case. 


1 His cierk was busy on his record and the 


Deputy Sheriff, William A. Hopper, was 
loafing with a little knot of lawyers and 
others, talking war. 

“That man Sampson is a great fellow,’ 
remarked one of the lawyers. 

“Yes,”’ said Hopper. “I remember the 
day we picked him out of Charleston Har- 
bor as stiff and cold as a dead man.”’ 

Grave doubts of Hopper’s veracity were 
expressed on all sides, but he was urged 
to tell the yarn. He started with the be- 
gining of the war and told several cojlateral 
stories, but finally reached the subject. 

“I was engineer on the monitor Lehigh, 
and Capt. Sampson was in charge of the 
Patapsco, another monitor. We had been 
on picket duty around there for some time 
and finally, on Jan. 14, 1865,,.we were given 
orders to slip into the’ hafbor and look 
around a little bit. We went in with the 
tide, drifting, so that if we had to run 
the boats would etear better against the 
tide on the way out. Slowly we drifted 
up as the tide carried us, keeping a good 
lookout for miines and other things. Our 
boat began to swing with the tide and we 
began to drift sideways, so orders were 
given to let go first the stern anchor and 


‘then the bow anchor, so as to straighten 
us out.again. Capt. Sampson, who was 
some distance ahead of us, heard the 
chains rattle and stopped to see what was 
the matter. 

“Then he started back to see if we need- 
ed help. I was in the messroom with some 
Others, talking over the battle of the night. 

‘“‘We heard an explosion and felt a slight 
shock. The silence up to that moment had 
been oppressive. 

“One of the officers said: ‘Thank God, 
they’ve opened fire.’ We all started to 
quarters, when an officer called through the 
skylight: 

‘The Patapsco has been blown up by a 
mine!’ 

“We put boats out immediately and went 
to picking up the crew of the sunken mon- 
itor. Capte Sampson must have been in 
the water an hour before we found him, 
and he was so chilled that he could not 
move hand or foot.

To overcome the difficulties of the ser- 
vant problem the German Government haé 
inaugurated a new system, claiming it to 
be beneficial to both mistress and smaid.

60, one of the negroes pressed a revolver 
against Day's head and demanded his 
valuaples. 

The other negro jerked a long dirk knife 
from his pocket and jabbed the point 
through Day's clothes at his breast. It 
pricked the victim into @ realization of his 
desperate situation. 


He had up to this time denied having 
any money. Now he began to feel in his 
pockets. His movesnents were too slow. 
The negro with the revolver dropped it, 
and while the knife-point of the other 
touched Day's breast the first negro went 
through his pockets. 

He found $25, mostly In silver, and a gold 
watch. 

“Don’t you tell of this, or we will kill 
you,”’ said the negroes, flourishing their 


weapons menacingly, as they started away. 

Day remained under the bridge until the 
negroes were out of sight and then ran to 
the Carondelet Police Station. 

He burst in there in great excitement ex- 
claiming that he had been robbed and for 
fFeveral moments was so incoherent that 
Capt. Keeble could get no connected state- 
ment from him. 


Day said one of the negroes was about 234 


and the:-other about 25 years old. He could 


‘give no detailed description of them. 


Capt. Keeble immediately gave orders for 
@ general search and round-up of all suspi- 
cious characters. 

He telephoned the facts to the Central 
Station, and several plain-clothes men were 


fFent down to Carondelet to assist in the 
g@earch. 
Day continued to suffer greatly from 


ervousness and fright for some time after 
is arrival at the station. 
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ABANDONMENT OF MERCHANT 
. SHIPS GIVES ST. LOUIS 
A CHANCE. 


St. Louls merchants are rapidly prepar- 
ing to take advantage of the opening into 
the Texas market made possible by war 
conditions. Business men are jubilant over 
the prospect that the difficulties with which 
they had to contend in shipping manufac- 
tured goods and merchandise into Texas 
will soon be dissipated. 

These difficulties had their origin last 
July, ‘when the Lone Star Steamship line 
entered the field of freight transportation 
between New York and Galveston, thereby 
precipitating a rate war in which the Ward, 
Mallory and Morgan lines, as well as the 
railroads running into Texas, took part, 

For a season the steamship lines were 
earrying. freight from New-York to Galves- 


ton free of charge and |ater at a nominal 
rate of 2 cents a hundred pounds. The 


rate by ra@it from Galveston to Texas com- 
mon points Was $7 cents, making the total 
rate trom New York to Texas jobbing cen- 
ters only $9 cents. . The rate from St. Louis 
Was maintained at $1.30. Goods were shipped 
from here at an gctual joss in an effort to 
bring the steamship companies to time. 
With the St. Louis rate at $1.30 the New 
York rate on an equitable basis should be 
$2.i0. The war makes the restoration of 
this basis a probability. 

Trafitic Commissioner A. J. Vanlanding- 
ham is now compiling figures to show the 
resuit of the withdrawal of the steamship 
jines on St. Louis traffic. All of the liries 
practically went out of the freight service 
upon the declaration of hostilities. 

This opens up a splendid fleld to St. 
Louis, and her business men can be relied 
on to take advantage of their opportunity 
to regain lost groumd ¢n the Texas trade. 

Shippers-have no doubt the old rates will 
be restored and that tariffs which have 
been in effect a discrimination against St. 
Louis will be placed on the proper basis.

The next day he inquired 
diligently into the case. The parents de- 
nied that their sen had ever been so afflict- 
ed before or that his head had ever ‘been 
hurt. 

With nothing in the history to account for 
the strange affliction, the physician had 
to rely on existing conditions and symp- 
toms. The patient chattered incessantly, 
telling the wildest stories, only to contra- 
dict them with others less reasonable. There 
seemed to be but one consistent statement 
in all his talk. That was that a strange 
man had ‘passed his hands over his face 
and told him to close his eyes and sleep. 

The parents of the boy declare he knows 
nothing of hypnotism and do not believe 
he has ever witnessed an exhibition. From 
this and the unalterable assertion that a 
strange man passed his hands over his 
face, Dr. Fries is led to believe that some 
one has hypnotized the lad, and whether 
by accident or design, has left him with the 
spell on.

CROWD OF WEST END CITIZENS 
TESTIFY BEFORE THE 
GRAND JURY. 


INDIGNANT AT WILLIAMS. 


Thirty Witnesses Appear and More 
Have Been Summoned—Thorough 
Investigation in Progress. 


* 


The grand jury began the consjderation 
Thursday morning of the case against De- 
tective George Williams, who shot and killed 
William McBrearty in the yard at 3937 Wash- 
ington boulevard last Saturday morning. 

The anterooms were crowded with wit- 
nesses and judging from the length of time 
they were questioned by the,.grand jurors 
it will be two or three days before the case 
will be finally ready for action. There were 
about 30 witnesses present Thursday and 
subpoenaes for a dozen more were issued. 
They will go before the jury Friday. 

Among those who testified Thursday were 
Thad C. Harris, former Election Commis- 
sioner. He was not an eye-witness to the 
tragedy and could testify only from hear- 
say. He told a Post-Dispatch reporter many 
people in the neighborhood felt that the of- 
ficer was too hasty and they demanded a 
thorough examination, 

Mrs. Moore of 39%0 Washington boulevard, 
whose house Williams was watching, was 
before the grand jury, as was also her col- 
ored servant, Frances Woodson. Frances 
told a reporter that McBrearty came to the 
side door the morning of the shooting, and 
lifting his hat, politely asked for a cup of 
coffee. He was informed that it was [too 
early. He lifted his hat again, as politely 
as before, and withdrew, thanking the serv- 
ant for the civil answer he had received. 
The colored witness saw no more of Mc- 
Brearty. 

John H. Boogher, 4034 Delmar boulevard, 
also went before the body. He was not an 
eye-witness. “No case has aroused our 
neighborhood more than this one,” he sa:d. 
“Opinion in the neighborhood is divided as 
to whether there was justification for the 
shooting, But everybody feels that the mat- 
ter should be probed, that the public may un- 
derstand how fara policeman can go.”’ 

Miss Dwyer lives at 3925 Washington aves 
nue. She saw the entire affair. She heard 
a pistol shot and rushed out. She saw Mce- 
Brearty running and Williams after him. 
She did not know Williams was an officer. 
She supposed they were quarreling. She 
saw them run in the yard at 3937 Washing- 
ton avenue. 

“Williams had a revolver,"’ she said. 
“The other man ran up on the porch. He 
begged for mercy. The officer shot again. 
The man attempted to leap off the porch. 
For a moment lost sight of them. I ran 
to another point and saw them wrestling. 
Williams was beating the man with his re- 
volver. The man begged .for mercy and 
did not want to fight. Then came the final 
shots.”’

Thursday’s session of the Baptist Young 
People’s session gave evidences that much 
interest was to be taken in the election of 
officers for the ensuing year.

A society has been Incorporated at Toronto 
under the name of the United Empire 
Loyalists of Ontario. The preservation of 
tradition is put forward as the main pur- 
pose of the society's existence. Many of 
the leading members also belong tv tie 
British Empire League, which, under cover 


of assuring the food supply of Britain in 
case of war with the United States, is en- 
gaged in keeping alive and extending in 
Canada the feud of the Royalists and Re- 
pullicans of the Revolution, Extraordinary 
pretensions are made, The United Empire 
Loyalists are called the founders of Ontario, 
and an ostentatious claian of social superior- 
ity is made by their descendants over the 
descendants of the European peasants who 
came here not from motives of patriotism, 
but to improve their circumstances. To (he 
preservation of traditions of the settlement 
of Canada no one will object. But it is 
feared that this combination of tradition 
and social pretensions may have tne de- 
plorable result of increasing international 
jealousy and distrust and making more 
difficyt of solution the problems of North 
American trade and commerce. 

The society held its annual meeting the 
other day, and, unfortunately for the Cana- 
dian ar.stocracy and the food supply of 
Britain, the members developed a schism or 
split, which may have bad results. At the 
time of the Jubilee the society resolved a 
loyal address to Her Majesty, the Queen. 
It would appear that Mr. G. Sterling-Ryer- 
son, the president, went to England pur- 
posely, or, being in England opportunely, 
thought to make a personal presentation 
to Her Majesty. To that end he caused to 
be made a box of exquisite-Serkmanship, 
by which the address might reach the re- 
cipient without the record of dirty fingers. 
But, by a m'stake, which we now depiore, 
the secreatry, Mr. - Hamilton-Merritt 
sent the address difect to the Queen am 
not to Mr. G Sterling-Ryerson. Her Majes- 
ty has not made sultable acknowledgement, 
and there is suspicion of offense. As the 
box would have prevented this, the Presi- 
dent was deeply aggrieved and the society 
was thrown into a state of excited feelin 
quite coptrary to the traditional reserve o 
a genuine, well-bred aristocracy. The split 
was apparent from the first. A proposition 
of Mr. J. George Bourinot to send a dele- 
gate to the Royal Gociety of Canada was 
contumeliously voted down. Objection was 
taken to the election of officera by ballot as 
‘a cowardly Republican way of come 
thines."’ A tle resulting, the President vot 
for himself, and the cowardly Republican 
objection was taken that his action was con- 
trary to the constitution. After hubbub and 
recrimination, the President resigned, and, 
with great dignity, cast the box Into the lap . 
of the soctety, saying: 
I present it to you.” and left the room. This 
ia deplorable. Nothing was done about 
Britain’s food supply, and the cause of a 
true aristocracy of origin was dealt a severe 
blow. Upon this faithful band there rests 
a heavy responsibility. If the cowardly ways 
of democracy are to be restrained, 
should heal thelr differences.
